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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 3-5, 9,10 and 15-17 are allowed. 

2, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a reflection-type color liquid 
crystal display comprising a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A twist angle of the liquid crystal layer equal to or larger than 40 
degrees and equal to or smaller than 55 degrees, as recited in instant claims 3 
and 15. 

(b) The retardation of the phase plate equal to or larger than about 160nm 
and equal to or smaller than about 200nm, as recited in instant claim 9. 

The Examiner agrees with the applicant's arguments that the prior art 
although teaches most of the values for the structural elements, but not the 
above recited ones. When the structural elements are combined with the rest of 
the structural elements, the resulting liquid crystal device will be capable of color 
reproduction at all gray scale levels as affirmed by the applicant. Hence, these 
claims are allowable.
